It lakes 
all these and many more kinds of

This data will fill the files of the 


United States Employment Service and 
the National Roster of Scientific and 
Specialized Personnel so that we know 
just where we stand in regard to skill- 
ed workers and professional people.

las MacArthur pledged Thursday night 
that "there can be no compromise, we 
shall win or we shall die and to this 
end I pledge the full resources of all 
the mighty p wcr of my country and 
the blood of my countrymen." 


At the height of a historic dinner 


in the Parliament house 
the

American commander ever to load 
united forces Of U. S. and Australian 
troops, declared his confidence—the 
"unbreakable faith of a free man— 
in ultimate victory. 


"There is a link which binds our 


countries together," he declraed. 


"I have come as a soldier in a great 


crusade of personal liberty as opposed 
to pcputial shivery. My faith in vic- 
tory is invincible." 


Prime Minister John Cm-tin who 


poured over battle plans with Gen- 
eral MacArthur before the dinner de- 
clared that under American leader- 
ship, the war can be fought with 
'dynamic energy and inflexablc pur- 
pose.' 


Curtin declared that MacArthur had

Addressing the annual meet of the 


conservative party he said: 


"I cannot offer any guarantee that 


we are at the end of our misfortune. 


"It would be foolish for us not to 


be prepared for further heavy blows 
but as last year I warned you that we 
could not have successes unchecked by 
reverses, so now in 1942 we do not 
expect to have reverses unreleaved 
by successes."

The Federal 
Reserve Bank is now in the picture, 
acting as banker, legal adviser and 
virtually trustee for the Japs. 


Japanese Investments 
Are Well Protected 
They are protected in every way 


possible against loss through hasty 
sales of property. If a Jap owns an 
apartment building, for instance—and 
there are many who do—it will be op- 
erated for him while he is away and 
the income, minus operating costs, will 
be turned over to him. If he owns a 
farm, it will be leased for him. 


After the Japs arc moved from the 


immediate cost to the "processing" 
areas, then will come the job of or- 
ganizing communities. To have a self- 
sustaining community you have to 
have people who do a lot of different 
things. 


You need doctors, dentists, grocery 


store keepers, garage men, farmers, 
common labor, electricians, and so on 
and on. And the Army and Civilian 
Committee intend to thus classify the 
Japs at the processing centers and 
then distribute them to the best ad- 
vantage of each newly established 
community. There will, however, be 
no separation of families. 


Japanese Plow Crops Under 
There is a pressure in all direc- 


tions with respect to the Japs; pres- 
sure to hurry them away from the 
Coast, regardless of arrangements, and 
minority pressure to slow up on the 
Ameican-born, and possibly make ex- 
ceptions. But all Japs look alike to 
the responsible authorities in this 
instance, and while it is realized that 
some who are loyal Americans may 
suffer, exceptions arc not to be made. 
Leaders of the associations of loyal 
Japanese accept this situation, too, 
without question and are prepared to 
leave as proof of their loyalty and de- 
sire to cooperate.

Hope Star 
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The Army Mail 
Goes Through 


Uncle Sam Goes 
to Any Lengths to 
Make Delivery 


By JACK STINNETT 
WASHINGTON — There are hard- 


ly any lengths the Army won't go to 
see that the mail goes through to the 
boys, no matter where they are. 


But with ever-increasing numbers 


of troops in far places such as Ire- 
land, Iceland and Australia, and ev- 
ery inch of space on ships needed for 
supplies, the problem isn't an easy 
one to solve. That's why the Army 
is going to inaugurate "V-mail" the 
photographing of letters 
on small 


film. 


According to Brig-Gen. William C. 


Rose, the Army's No. 1 mailman, sev- 
eral hundred letters can be photo- 
graphed on a small roll of film. 
Hundreds of rolls can be transported 
to our distant theaters of war opera- 
tions and there enlarged photostatic 
copies made for delivery. Not only 
will go through faster and much more 
safely. 


Next to decent and regular food, the 


Army considers mail from home the 
most important morale builder' for 
troops. So far, says General Rose, only 
one ship carrying mail to Army forces 
abroad has been sunk. Since, most of 
the mail is carried on lightly armed 
supply ships, the safety factor in fly- 
ing "V-mail" is one of its most im- 
portant. 


The Army postal service now has 


100 officers and 1,000 men, nearly, all 
formerly postoffice employes. 
And 


right now, they are handling 1,000 piec- 
es of mail a day to and from such 
distant spots as the South Pacific, 
Alaska, Hawaii, Iceland, Great Britain 
and the Atlantic™ bases. The men on 
Bataan Peninsula are the only men 
in our armed forces who aire not get- 
ting mail from home. 


When "V-mail" deliveries really 


get under way, it will be possible even 
to keep up deliveries to troops making 
an isolated stand, simply by dropping 
it by parachute. 


Even if more mail-carrying ships are 


sunk, says General Rose, the loss of 
mail won't come up to the total that 
now is lost by misdirection. In spite 
of the Army's campaign to inform 
relatives and friends exactly how to 
address letters and parcels, practical- 
ly all of the complaints about letters 
not having been received can be trac- 
ed to improper addressing. 


The address should carry the name 


and grade of the soldier; his serial 
number, if known; complete identi- 
fication 
of his military unit (for 


example, Company A, 301st Infantry); 
and most important of all, his Army

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Vichy Aid to 
Axis Partners 


Defeated France 
Still Remains 
Powerful

Defeated France, starved and sacked, 


still remains a force in the world's 
politico-military set-up two years after 
the collapse of her armies. 


Her navy is the current balance of 


Atlantic sea power. Naval bases still 
Vichy-conlrolle dare of major strategic 
import in the Mediterranean and At- 
lantic theaters. These factors explain 
the delicate diplomatic tug-of-war now 
going on to keep the French in line. 


Proof of France's power to create 


intrnational havoc is Japan's current 
success in 
the 
Southwest Pacific. 


Vichy France is responsible for Ja- 
pan's titantic surge. When the men 
of Vichy ceded Indo-China (in all but 
name) to Nippon, Japan won the first 
major Southwest Pacific campaign 
without firing a gun. 


Vichy controls four major naval 


bases—Dakar, 
Bizerte, 
Toulon and 


Oran. Naval units flying the Vichy 
flag constitute a powerful force tiiat 
could be merged with German and 
Italian fleets to match Allied sea 
strength in the Atlantic and Med- 
iterranean. 


U. S. diplomacy has been aimed at 


keeping the French navy out of Axis 
hands—as in the hasty buttering of 
French feelings when Free French 
forces seized St. Pierre and Miquelon. 


There are indications this diplo- 


matic attempt to neutralize the French 
naval strength has been a partial 
failure. The British charge that Axis 
reinforcements came to Libya via 
Bizerle and Oran with French permis- 
sion. Russia's official news agency 
alleges that 40 French war vessels are 
in use by the Axis now. 


These charges, if true, are grave 


news. French strength is concentrated 
in tho Mediterranean, close to Atlan- 
tic waters. Allied naval strength must 
be split between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific, to guard the longest supply 
lines in military history. It would take 
hasty reshuffling of naval units to 
meet a new threat of French vessels 
in Axis hands. 


The Toulon-O'ran and Toulon-Bi- 


zerte lines to Africa are short hops. 
If the Axis has use of those bases, | 
thrusts at the Middle East are made 
far simpler for German generals. 


If Vichy cedes Dakar to the Axis 


—and there have been charges that 
German observers and technicians 
are in Dakar in strong force—it gives 
the Axis a major base on the flank 
of the Allied supply line to the South- 
west Pacific and Russia via the Gulf 
of Persia. 


Finally, Martinique. Guadaloupe and 


French Guiana in the Caribbean are 
still loyal to Vichy. The reports of 
skippers on torpedoed ships in that 
area that their craft were downed 
by small, shortrange subs at least 
makes the man in the street cast su- 
spicious eyes at those French posses- 
sions. 


The spring and summer campaigns 


will tell the story. If the Axis has 
won control over the French bases and 
warships, the task facing Allied ad- 
mirals in the Atlantic is multiplied 
manyfold.
